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THE CHOLERA SITUATION. 

The cholera situation in Italy continues to improve. On November 
10 all the Provinces of northern Italy were declared free from cholera 
by the authorities. Only a few scattered cases of the disease are now 
being reported each week in Russia. In Austria-Hungary a few 
cases continue to be reported. According to last advices an occasional 
case of cholera was still occurring in Marseille. In Tunis, in Africa, 
the disease has continued to spread, and a large number of cases are 
being reported. In Asia Minor the disease has been reported from 
certain localities. 
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
